First: I wish to say right here 
that I believe this Assembly was 
one of the greatest Assemblies 
we have ever had. The delega- 
tion was not only in keeping 
with the progressive spirit of 
the Church, but would have, if 
a correct enumeration had been 
had of all the delegates in at- 
tendance, numbered with any of 
the previous Assemblies. I was 
informed by the General Secre- 
tary that there were 2,002 regis- 
tered, and there were many who 
left without registering, 1 am 
sure, as there were many who 
came for the latter part of the 
Assembly that was not regis- 
tered, and a conservative esti- 
mate was placed on those in at- 
tendance being not less than 
3,000 delegates, which was not 
an over-estimate, when We con- 
sider that the immense Auditori- 
um was filled to overflowing, 
and many standing in the night 
services. 

I am told the Auditorium will 
seat approximately 4,000, and 
when we consider it being filled 
and many standing in the aisles 
and wherever they could get 
and that the basement and 
streets were literally a mass of 
human ‘beings in the evening 
services. If the City of Cleveland 
with an approximate estimation 
of 10,000 furnishes one out of 
five ofits entire inhabitants, 


‘this would have given the City 


a credit of 2,000 in attendance, 
and would have left us not less 
than 8,000 delegates represent- 
ing the many States and local 
churches. This was expressed 
by many as being the greatest 
of any Annual Assembly ever 
held. 7 

Second: I believe that this 
was not ouly one of the grea.st 
in its representative body, out I 
believe the Church through its 
progressive officials and those in 
attendance struck the key notes 
of FAITH and UNITY inits 
workings in a general way. 
There seemed tobe a _ spirit 
among the Elders of wanting to

Deliberation in Elders Council 

Third: I wish to say also it 
having been my privilege to at- 
tend the council ofthe elders, 
the twelve and seventy, and in 
their unity in discussion of sub- 
jects of consideration there 
seemed to be no desire on the 
part of the twelve elders, to go 
beyond the desire of the seventy 
elders in association, this was 
note worthy. 

When we consider that it 
gives to each elder, regardless of 
his positional rank, the privilege 
to deliberate freely on any sub- 
ject in consideration, I wish to 
say if we use this power with- 
out abusing it, it will give to 
each Elder an opportunity to 
serve the Church with whatever 
wisdom he may possess, which 
should have for its perrogative, 
the future development and 
perfection of the Church. 

Constitution Repealed 

The Constitution which was 
adopted in 1921 was repealed by 
a unanimous vote. This has 
been the vehicle upon which all 
our opposers had ridden for a 
great while, insomuch that we 
each desiring to commend our- 
selves in faithfulness to our long 
cherished principles, and as the 
Constitution was intended to be 
used not to destroy the truth
